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CIVIL SERVICE RETIREMENT 

Under Part III of the Postal Service and Federal Employees Salary 
Act of 1962, the Civil Service Retirement System became the first 
major staff retirement plan to tie automatic annuity increases to future 
upward adjustments in the cost of living. 

The Act also provided for an initial cost-of-living adjustment in the 
annuities of already-retired persons. On May 17, 1963, an appropria- 
tion law providing funds for this increase was approved. 

Within the short span of 2 weeks, the job of computing, certifying, 
ssuing, and mailing annuity increase checks to the more than 600,- 
000 already-retired employees and survivor annuitants was com- 
pleted.
